TRAINING IN THE HOME. 

Were they doing enough for the blind in 
this country? There were institutes in Cork 
and in Northern Ireland as well as in Dublin, 
but what of the blind in country districts’ 
Dublin should take the lead in this, as in 
everything else in the Free State. If such 
an institution as the Richmond had the 
means to expand, virtually every blind man 
and woman in the country could be taug)t 
a useful trade, but lack of funds limited ts

The Australian Crisis. 


The most fearless of statesmen might 
shrink from the grim problems that will 
confront the Commonwealth Parliament of 
Australia when it meets to-morrow. In 
the first place, it must face the enormous 
burden of debt that ccushes the continent. 
In. the second place, it must try to allay 
the differences, both large and petty, that 
prevent a concentration of effort. At 
least, its meeting will tahe place under 
better conditions than seemed possible a 
few days ago. Yesterday Australia 
learnt with. surprise that, after the 
Labour ¢aucus had declared all positions 
in the Cabinet vacant, and had called for 
the election of a new Ministry, the voting 
had resulted in a decisive victory for Mr. 
Scullin, with his comparatively moderate, 
if dubiously efficacious, policy of financial 
readjustment. By this vote the bulk of 
Australia’s Labour interests have cleared 
their consciences of a potential crime. 
Mr. Lang’s policy, which amounted to re-

Mr. Scullin can 
derive little satisfaction from a survey of 
his stewardship, but he has resisted any 
muffiing of old mistakes at the expense of 
political morality. 

If the Premier may congratulate himself 
that he has the support of his colleagues, 
he has no similar reason to believe that 
he retains the confidence of the country. 
The fall in Australia’s national income 
amounts to some £100,000,000. Two solu- 
tions have been offered to balance this 
colossal deficit. The first—Mr. Lang's— 
is impracticable and immoral ; it requires 
no further comment. The second, instigated 
by Mr. Theodore and endorsed by Mr. 
Scullin, provides for the “issue of new 
currency to the extent of £18,000,000 
Part of this sum is intended to assist the 
various State Governments in their need; 
part of it will subsidise wheat-growers and 
part will relieve unemployment. The issue, 
of course, must be covered, and at the 
present moment it cannot be covered by 
loans either in Australia or anywhere else. 
Mr. Theodore apparently hopes that, when 
his devices have increased national produc- 
tion, Australia’s position will be secure 
enough to attract sufficient loans for tue 
issue’ covering. We have grave doubts. Tie 
probable result will be that the Govern- 
ment, delighted at the temporary respite 
offered by a fiduciary: issue, “will: embark 
on a policy of wild inflation. Prices will 
rise; costs of production will rise; wage 
squabbles will complicate the difficulty, 
and Australia wil] be a weaker force in 
the international markets than she “is to- 
day. Only on the rarest occasions has 
inflation profited a country. 

The truth of the matter is that mere 
expedients will do no good. Australia’s 
trouble must be tackled at the root. She 
has fallen between two. rickety stools— 
the. example of England and the example 
of the United States. Like England, she 
has come under the thumb. of the labour

Un- 
fortunately, the Federation’s defeat of 
Ireland on New Year's Day~—we may not 
call it France’s—stiffened that body in its 
determination to save its dignity at the 
expense of the game. Last Saturday 
restored the balance. The match with 
England remains, and, on the whole, 
it is probable that it will be played. 
If it is played, we may be certain 
that it will differ much in character 
from previous French matches.: High 
oficials in France admit that their 
players are anxious to play Rugby in the 
British spirit, and that the championnat 
can be abolished. A plenary bureau 
has summoned delegates from all over the 
country to discuss the British ultimatum, 
and already, as we understand, the 
Douze have been inyited to offer their 
players for selection for the English 
match. Unfortunately, recent events have 
bred personal bitterness, but we may 
sympathise with the Douze when they 
say that, in addition to their original 
demand—the abolition of the championnat 
—they require now the removal of certain 
officials who are alleged to have tolerated ' 
other abuses, such as professionalism. 
The British note has carried on the 
work that was started in France by the 
better clubs; and, in the result, we may 
expect French Rugby to become a force 
that it never could have been under exist- 
ing conditions.

The Instalment System. 


There was a widespread belief that the 
American system of credit-buying—the 
instalment system—must collapse in 
periods of national depression. According 
to the New York Correspondent of The 
Times, the experience of the present crisis 
has refuted this view. Many American 
economists still dislike the system on the 
grounds that it encourages extravagance, 
‘tends to raise cash prices to the level of 
instalment prices, .nd prolongs periods of 
financial distress. Nevertheless, it is 
surviving the present shock, in which some 
six or seven millions of American citizens 
have lost their jobs. Throughout recent 
months the great majority of instalment 
buyers have continued to pay their debts, 
and the finance companies have been able 
to meet their obligations to the banks. In 
any case the volume of instalment selling is 
not more than thirteen per cent. of the 
country’s whole retail trade, and the 
amount of instalment debt, outstanding ‘at 
any one time, is never more than 374 per 
cent. of the year’s rales. The annual total 
of instalment sales is estimated at 
£1,200,000,000, of which sum one-quarter 
is ‘‘ paid down,” and three-quarters are 
met in instalments. About one-half of the 
amount of instalment credi’. (£900,000,000) 
is handled by the actyal sellers of the 
goods. , The other half is handled. by 
finance companies, which pay cash to the 
seller of goods for the promissory notes of 
his customers ; and on the security of the 
notes they obtain loans from banks. 
Under this plan the United States’ public 
buys annually some three million motor 
cars—at' an average deferred payment of 
£88 a car—and vast quantities of 


‘furniture, pianos, ¢ramaphones, radio sets 


and washing machines. The fact that no 
formidable number of purchasers has de- 
faulted under the urgeney of unemploy- 
ment and distress is a tribute to American 
citizenship. The Correspondent of The 
Times says that workless men do not 
default inevitably on their instalment 
payments. When they have acquired a 
substantial equity in a substantial article 
“ practicality, no less than pride, will 
make them strain every effort to keep up 
with their obligation.’’

OVERSEAS LOANS. 
WHAT THEY MEAN TO 
BRITISH ART.

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 
‘ ‘MONG the comparatively unimportant 


miscellaneous hills put down for con- 

sideration in the Commons to-day was 
the British Museum and National Gallery 
(Overseas Loans) Kill’ Mr. Pethick Law- 
rence. Financial Secretary to the Treasury, 
explained that it had been introduced for the 
purpose of carrying out the recommendations 
of the Royal. Commission. empowering the 
Trestees of the British Musenm and the 
National Galery, the Tate Gallery, and the 


overseas... Lhe House of Lerds had sought to 
limit the operation of the bill, but it was 
perfectly obvious that if exhibitions of 
British art were to be held in Rome or 
Amsterdam, they would be wholly unrepre- 
sentative if the British Museum, the National 
Gallery, and the Tate Gallery were to he 
webarred from loaning any of their 
possessions. ; 

Mr. Ormshy-Gore agreed that we should 
not be deharred by statute from making such 
Joans. It was a matter of international 
courtesy. There was no doubt that the 
Trustees of the British Museum. were very 
conservative, and in regard to the other art 
galleries, the views expressed seemed to be 
considerably divided. 


“A REVELATION.” 


Lord Balniel was anxious that the bill 
should go through without delay. He said 
that the loan of pictures like those of Turner, 
now locked up in the Tate Gallery, would 
be an absolute revelation of British art and 
culture that would amaze the rest of Europe. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain aid that it was 
tc be regretted that British art was virtually 
unrepresented in the galleries of Eyrope out- 
side our own country. The consequences 
were unfortunate, because it meant that pre- 
sent-day artists stood as isolated individuals, 
not forming a part oí any recognised school, ’ 
and were judged by the standards of some 
school from which they differed. The restric- 
tion in the bill was both: arbitrary and 
illogical. ' 

The bill was read a second time. 

A second reading was also given to a 
Scottish bill to facilitate the acquisition of 
land for public perposes. 


PROBATION OF OFFENDERS. 


The Probation of Offenders (Scotland) Bill 
was taken next. In moving the second read- 
ing, Mr. Adamson said that the measure 
was resigned to secure a more extensive use 
of the probation system when applied to 
youthful offenders of both sexes.

This’ sháláiiaih was’ made by Mr. B. G, 
Fagan, B.A., B.Sc., in the course of a paper 
which he réad at a meeting of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers of Ireland at 55 Dawson 
street, Dublin, last night. 

He ‘pointed out that some years ago 
eccasion- arose to condemn fifteen out of 
seventeen. wells in a certain district, and 
said that ignorance had played a large part 
in the t in maintaining such a state of 
affairs, the popular opinion ‘being that the 
waters had been used for years and never 
caused illness. A community might develop 
a certain tolerance to a polluted water which 
did not actually contain specific disease- 
producing organisms, but if an individual in 
the community contracted a disease, say 
typhoid, an epidemic would ensue. Hence 
the danger of using a water which, although 
it had been drunk with impunity for a con- 
siderable time, had been found on examma- 
tion to be polluted. 

Mr. Fagan said that, fortunately, chemi- 
cally pure water was not required, nor was 
it even desirable, for most of the ordinar 
uses, because rain, immediately it formed, 
picked up impurities, first from the atmos- 
phere, and then from the earth with which 
it came in contact. . Rain water, collected 
under proper conditiois, was the purest 
natural water they had, but, compared with 
chemically pure water it was highly charged 
with impurities. It had one disadvantage, due 
to its véry soft nature, and that was a marked 
tendency to act on lead pipes and cisterns. 
The introduction of that poisonous metal 
rendered the water dangerous to health owing 
to the cumulative action of lead in the human 
system. Waters which were continuously 
plumbo-solvent required treatment on that ac- 
count to prevent such action. 

Dealing the various classes of water supply, 
the lecturer said that the total impurities m 
surface water was in general less than in deep 
well water, but was usually of a nore objec- 
tionable nature from the potable point of 
view. Impurities derived from animal and 
human sources were, of course, by far the 
most objectionable in a potable water. Be- 
sides introducing bacteria of the intestinal 
type, they could yield poisonous chemical pro- 
ducts during certain stages of their decom- 
position. 


DUBLIN’S SUPPLY. 

Upland surface and mocrland waters on 
which there was little or no inhabited or cnl- 
tivated land yielded the purest natural supply, 
yet they should not be delivered to the con- 
sumers without being efficiently filtered. Sur- 
faoe waters collected from cultivated and in- 
habited lands might be highly charged with 
animal organic matter and dangerous ‘micro- 
organisms and contain a hich chlorine content 
derived from animal excretions. The water 
supply to the City of Dublin might be taken 
as a characteristic upland surface water. It 
was a very soft water, the chlorides were low, 
and the form in which the nitrogenous organic 
matter existed indicated vegetable contamina 
tion only. 

Mr, sous gave details to show that river 
water d be of a very impnre nature, and 
should on no account ever be used as 2 drink- 
ing supply unless carefully treated by storage 
or filtration, followed by chlorination. 

Owing to their exceptional qualities, he 
continued, ‘the use of deep wells had greatly 
increased in recent years. Shallow or sub- 
soil wells frequently constituted the source of 
supply to villages and farmhouses. These 
were exceedingly liable to pollution, espe- 
cially if they were not adequately protected. 
Unless ar removed from manured Jand and 
habitation, they must always remain under-a 
cloud of suspicion, 

The speaker said that to ensure that a 
ptblic supply of water was safe for drinking, 
it should be stored, filtered, and, where neces- 
sary, chlorinated. In some cases special pro- 
vision had to be made for the removal of 
iron or for reducing the hardness. Storing 
was obviously necessary to cope with fluctua- 
tions in supply and demand, and, besides, 
the water was greatly improved. through 
sto. ge. Where water contained sewage pol- 
Intion it was usually necessary to supplement 
the filtration process by chlorination or some 
such form of sterilisation. Water might be 
sterilised by boiling. It was a perfectly re- 
liable method, and on a small scale practic- 
able, but it rendered the water flat and in 
sipid, owing to the loss of the dissolved gases. 

Referring to the question of analysis of 
water from the public health point of view, he 
said that the sampler, unconsciouSly as a rule, 
played an important part. The complete 
analysis of a water for this purpose should 
include a physical examination, a chemical 
examination a microscopical examination of 
any sediment, and a bacteriological examina- 
tion.

The discoveries include the following:— 

Mastabas—(1) That o. the Outes Hetep, 
in passage of which four limestone statues 
were found. 

(2) The tomb of Shepses Kafankh, con- 
sisting of a funerary temple, with well- 
preserved inscriptions and scenes repre- 
senting the deceased and his family. 

(3) The tomb of Daga, consisting of a 
funerary chapel, with three monolithic 

illars in the middle. Six well-préserved 
imestone statues were found. 

4) A large tomb belonging to the High 
Priest of Upper and Lower Egypt, named 
Kawmset, whose titles included “ Chief 
of the King’s Barbers, Guardian of his 
Diadem, Director of the Chemical Labora- 
tory,’’ etc. The entrance to this tomb is 
at a great depth and leads to a Map 
funerary chapel cut in the rock. The 
funerary chamber itself has not yet been 
reached, as it is under water. 


A PLUNDERED COFFIN. 


(5) The tombs of Khufu’s mother and 
Prince Washptah Khufu’s mother are com- 
posed of numerous chambers, halls and 
passages. The only objects found were a 
few fragments of alabaster, the mutilated 
head of a black granite statue and a guod 
flint knife. The funerary chamber con- 
tains the cofin—which has been plundered 
—in which was found the fragment of a 
small limestone statue in a squatting 
position rendered with extraordinary care. 

In front of this tomb Prince Wa 
built a large tomb for himself.” 
Prince was probably King Khufu’s uncle, 
but the title has not yet been exactly 
interpreted. His statue is scu 
the wall, accompanied by his titles, stating 
that he was the High Priest of ee:

WRECKED DUTCH 
TRAWLER. 


FOUR BODIES LOCATED. 


It now seems almost certain that the entire 
crew of the Dutch trawler washed ashore 
on the rocky. coast of Aberdeenshire. near 
Fraserburgh, early on Sunday, has ished. 

It is impossible to ascertain how 
men were on board, but they probably num- 
bered from twelve to -sixteen. A _ lifeboat 
washed ashore established that the trawler 
came from Ymuiden, Holland. 

The body of one sailor was hurled un by 
the waves near Rosehearty Harbour, five miles 
from Fraserburgh. It was that of a very 
powerful man of about forty. Tattoo marks 
on his arms show that he belonged to Ymui- 
den, and although the trawler’s name cannot 
be made out. it is generallv accepted that she 
came from that port. The man had heen 
dashed on the rocks when, apparently, he was 
making for an inlet where is a salmon fisher's 
but. His head had badly cut, and it is 
thought he had been killed by striking the 
rocks, and was not drowned. 


OTHER BODIES, 

Three more bodies, those of two men and 

a boy, were located yesterday afternoon in 
deep pools 300 yards from the wreck, but the 
sea was running at a pom ace into the 
pool, and the bodies, which only one is 
clothed, could not be recovered.

THE REV. CHANCELLOR 
MCDOWELL. 

The death took place yesterday morning at 
St. Mary's Rectory, Nenagh, the Rey. 
Chancellor MeDowell, M.A., Rector of 
Nenagh.

CLAIM.

Ireland’s claim to the Lane collection 
of modern pictures was mentioned during 
the discussion of the British Museum and 
National Gallery (Overseas Loan) Bill in 
the House of Commons yesterday. 

Major J. W. Hills recalled the fact that 
Sir Hugh Lane, an Irishman, lost his life 
in the Lusitania. Sir Hugh had offered 
his collection to Dublin, on condition that 
a gallery should be built to house it. The 
Dublin Corporation, he said, behaved very 
foolishly, and let the matter drift. Sir 
Hugh Lane became angry, and afterwards 
offered the pictures to the Tate Gallery, 
where they are at present, housed in an 
annex that had been specially erected. Just 
before he was drowned, Sir Hugh Lane 
signed a codicil to his will under which 
the pictures were left to England, direct- 
ing that they should be left to Dublin. A 
committee was set i 4 of which he (Major 
Hills) was a member, to consider the 
codicil, and this committee decided that 
the will must stand. 

It has always been a very great griev- 
ance to Irishmen, who have considered that 
they have a moral, if not a legal, title to 
these pictures, Major Hills went on. Under 
this Éil England could not loan these 
pictures to Dublin. Unless this bill is 
amended no power on earth can allow them 
to be exhibited in Dublin. I think, he 
concluded, this is a very strong case, and 
an argument in favour of removing the re- 
strictions inserted by the House of Lords.

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T: H. COTTON EXPLAINS 
THE AMERICAN WAY. 
— 

(By Our GoLr ConrgsPonpent.) 


ENRY COTTON is probably the only 
goil professional on the roll of the 
essional Golfers’ Association. The 
others are professional golfers, and if the 
matter coal be probed it would likely be 
id found that the dis- 
: « the rupture between 
the Association and 
the former public 
schoolboy, who could 
have entered one of 
the recognised pro- 
iessiong, but preferred 
the outdoor life of 

the paid golfer. 
You have only to 
‘Xe in Cotton’s com- 
pany a few minutes 
= «© realise that he is 
i ee guite a different class 
— mm of fellow to any 
T. H. Corton. »rofessional golfer you 
had spoken to. In 
all probability that has accounted for much 
of his popularity in British golf, and for the 
circumstance that the action of the P.G.A. in 
trying to tie him up with unnecessary re- 
strictions as a condition to his being even 
eligible for selection for the Ryder Cup teain 
has roused the indignation of British amateur 

golfers. 

Cotton, when he took up golf a few years 
ago, decided that to reach the top rung of the 
ladder he would have to study the game by 
scientific methods, and to study it inten- 
sively. Success has come to him many years 
sooner than it comes to even the professional 
golfer, who is, so to speak, born with a golf 
club in his hands.. He has not won a major 
chainpionship; his nearest approach to doing 
so being at Portmarnock in 1927, when he 
ran up for the Irish Open to George Duncan, 
being beaten íor the title only by a wonder- 
ful last round by the Wentworth man; but 
he plaved for Great Britain against America 
in 1929. Last year for 36 rounds on courses 
in Great Britain he averaged 72 a round, and 
for his full year’s play, including that in the 
European countries, his figures worked out 
at 174 per round. A young golfer capable 
of such an achievement cannot be long denied 
the highest distinction in the game. 

THE AMERICAN WAY. 

Cotton has played a lot of golf in America: 
He studied the methods of all the leading 
Americans, including Jones, of course, and so 
convinced was he that in one vital respect 
they were absolutely correct that he worked 
for two weary vears perfecting in his own 
game their “inside out” swing. 

He told us at two sessions yesterday 
evening in Clery’s, O'Connell street, that in 
the old days everybody was taught to swing 
along a line backwards and forwards. In 
theory W sounded nice; but it was impossible 
to keep the clubhead along a straight line. 
We must keep inside and ontside. The 
Americans found that they could swing the 
cinl inside the ball more effectively. Doing 
so imparted a hock; the other vay meant 
slicing, and everybody slices. 

This *‘ inside out ” business, it seemed to 
me, means nothing more nor less than a pull, 
and yet it is not # pull, played for as most 
of us amateurs try for one by bringing the 
right foot back, adjusting the grip and so 
on. The bali is sent away to the right of the 
fairway, and swings in, not by the methods of 
the handicap player, but by sweeping the 
elub up and im level with the right hip, 
bringing it up to a point below the shoulder 
blade (not round the neck), starting it down 
with a quick upward motion of the right hip, 
the left should being well up, and finishing 
outside the ball with the clubhead going 
away to the right. 

THE RIGHT HIT DOES IT. 

Cotton showed how to do it, but impressed 
on us the necessity for that right bip action, 
and for holding the shoulders back. Most 
golfers when playing for the “pull,” he ex- 
plained, rclled their wrists, which shut the 
face of the club as it came on the ball: but 
Jones had none of that tremendous roll, as 
seen in Mitchell's hit. The champion finished 
with the face of the club open, and he always 
brought, the ball in from the right and got 
the full run Cotton was convinced that the 
best way was to swing in from the right, to 
play the stroke as the Americans played it. 
The more it is hit to the right the more 
spin will ba obtained. 

Compston, said Cotton, was one of our best 
stylists; he has a glorious swing, and when 
he wants a real long one he always swin 
the ball in from the right. Reverting to the 
right hip movement, Cotton said that the 
quicker you get it going and the faster your 
body got to work the farther you will hit 
the ball; but care should be taken that the 
shoulders are not started too soon—try to 
keep the weivht behind the ball. 

OTHER ‘' TIPS.”

With the irons, the face of the club should 
be brought up square to the ball; on the 
back swing keep the face as square as you 
can. : 

The hands eannot be too far in front oí 
the ball, nor can you get your right side 
going too quickly.

‘‘inside out,” theory. J. H. Taylor did not 
agree with it, but Taylor had been teaching

Everybody is after the ‘‘draw”’; the 
ordinary golfer who hits with a hook is a 
good player. 

The nearer you get vour arms to the body 
the better the player you are going to ke; 
the better player you are the nearer you 
stand to the ball. 

You never see a player. who can play golf 
with his hands behind the ball; they are 
always in front of it. | 

You waste a lot of time practising things 
that are wrong. 

Never hurry your hit. 

You cannot hit the ball into the air unless 
it las underspin. 

Start with the ball inside the left foot, 
with the feet fairly close together, which 
will allow you to pivot easier. 

Cut out the roll of the wrists. 

Writing these things is, however, of little 
use. You must see Cotton putting the 
“tips” mto practice, as it were, and you 
can do so daily at 3 o'clock and 4.30 o'clock.

FRANCE. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. s 


PARIS, Monday. 

The opening of the urban pari-mutuel 
street betting booths here and in the 
provinces to-day was a great success, the. 
total amount of bets taken on a small 
trotting meeting, the only race meeting of 
the day, + sing 180,000 francs. The port- 
able ticket windows installed in the 
entrances of the cinemas were beseiged 
long before the opening hour of 8 a.m. 
by crowds of would-be “ punters,’’ and 
the police were called to arrange them in 
queues. 

Apart from a few scuffles at one or two 
hooths, caused by the “ punters’ ” 
anxiety to Jay their bets before closing 
time, there were no scenes. It is stated 


' that more booths will be opened in a few 
days to deal with the large volume of 


business. 

Note—Bets may be placed in the usual! 
multiples of five francs at the new-estab- 
lished agencies on the day of the race. 
In the winter the latest time for placing 
a bet at one of these offices will be noon 
in Paris and 11 a.m. in the provinces.

mammoth alive. For thousands of 

vears it was a strange legend; yet it 
is certain that our very remote ancestors were 
well acquainted with this shaggy, primitive 
elephant, hunted it, and strewed the floors of 
tho caverns and crude villages which they 
inhabited with its bones. Caves are to be 
found, the walls of which bear undoubted 
representations of the creature, executed with 
no mean skill. We possess bones on which 
are scratched crude images of the mammoth, 
and some gross and primitive carvings, dug 
from these caverns aot i middens, are fashioned 
of its tusks 

What was the mammal like? 

It was ono of the latest forms of pre- 
historic elephant, so closely related to the 
Indian variety in general structure that the 
question has been raised by a famous 
scientist whether both are not merely 
varieties of one species, that have become 
specially modified to suit the climates of their 
respective homes. Despite misuse of the 
term mammoth the creature was by no means 
so formidable as some writers would have us 
believe. Averaging only about nine ana 
a half feet at the shoulder (though con 
siderably larger specimens are found), ana 
sloping off rapidly to simall, ciumslly- 
formed hindquarters, it 1s nob to be 
compared with the nuble African elephant. 
The thick hide was covered with long, coarse, 
black hair, under which was a close growth 
of reddish-brown wool. The huge tusks were 
out of all proportion to the size of the owner. 
It is somewhat difficult to assign a particular 
use to these massive ornaments, which often 
measured eight or ten feet along the outer 
curve, and weighed nearly 200lbs. apiece. 
As weapons, they must have been exceedingly 
clumsy, while the long trunk or proboscis did 
all that was necessary in the way, of provid- 
ing fodder. i

FEEDING ARRANGEMENTS. 


The mammoth’s food consisted of larch, 
ine needles, grasses and various plants 
een fragments of buttercups have been dis- 
covered, stuck in the interstices of the 
grinders. Thanks to the intense cold of the 
regions over which it once roamed, some 
twenty carcases of mammoth in good pre- 
servation nave come down to us entire, even 
to the contents of the stomach. 

Most of these ‘‘Canterbury lambs ' were 
overtaken by sudden calamity. A flood in 
the rivers, a treacherous bog or an unseen 
crevice in the ground, received the great 
body, and nature's cold storage did the rest. 
Such was the state of perfection in which 
some of the carcases were found that the 
flesh was almost edible, and was eagerly de- 
voured by the dogs of the discoverers. I 
give a description from a scientist’s diary :— 

“The flesh from under the shoulder, 
fibrous and marbled with fat, is dark red, 
and looks as fresh as well-frozen beef or 
horse flesh.”” Some years ago a statement 
appeared in. the daily papers that the Soviet 
had put to death a woman who sold mammoth 
flesh for human consumption. It may not be 
ny but there is every likelihood of its 
truth. 


WHY HE DISAPPEARED. 


Considerable doubt exists as to the reason 
for the mammoth’s disappearance. Jt was 
evidently well equipped to bear cold and to 
find its food in the desolate pine forests and 
tundras of the North. Its Aabitate .ncluded 
nearly all Europe, a great part of ‘he present 
United States, Alaska and Canada. Skulls 
and tusks are often discovered in trawl nets 
off the Dogger Bank and all round the Nortn 
Sea, by fishermen. who view the damage to 
their nets as of far more consequence that the 
fact thus brought home to them, that the 
ocean under the keel once did not exist, and 
that a vast forest existed instead, between 
England and Germany. : 

Thus well equipped and with such a range, 
it certainly is rather surprising that the mam- 
meth should have disappeared so completely. 
The destrover appears to be man. Although 
he possessed only spears and clubs, primitive 
man had a fairly capable brain, which easily 
enabled him to outwit his massive prey. 
Very probably the giant herds were driven 
over elaborately hidden pitfalls, ‘staked in the 
fashion sometimes employed by he African 
native of to-day, or. pursued into swampy 
ground, where they were battered to death 
with clubs and stones. This, of course, is 
but speculation. The mammoth is gone, and 
we may never know the manner of his pass 
ing. ! 


RELICS IN IRELAND AND ELSEWHERE. 


Remains are comparatively rare in Ireland, 
though this may be due to the small amount 
of excavation done. Such work is expensive, 
and demands much time and care. London 
abounds in mammoth bones and bits of woolly 
rhinoceros, and Piccadilly Circus has yielded 
some fine specimens. The Chinese and 
Siberian natives were long acquainted with 
the mammoth, and endeavoured to account 
for it by many curious theories. One 
states that it was a _ gigantic mouse- 
rat, or that it dwelt underground 
and in dark caverns, and was instantly 
killed by daylight. The Yakuts of Siberia 
are responsible for the curions theory that 
earthquakes were caused by herds of these 
huge brutes burrowing under the earth at 
high speed. We Europeans are not much 
better, and many a giant and Titan elain by 
the flood has turned out to be nothing more 
than fragments of a mammoth skeleton. It 
is to be feared that these mighty bones were 
occasionally mistaken for relics of great 
sanctity, and a chunk of mammoth has some- 
times had an undue and undeserved share of 
reverence. 

A book on Russia recently published has 
the following amusing story:—‘*A ‘Red’ 
savant discovered a mammoth tusk in an 
out of the way district He ‘ cached’ his 
find and wrote on a board above: “Here li 
the tooth of a mammoth.’’’ When he re- 
turned with a party of colleagues he was 
horrified to see scores of the inhabitants on 
their knees before the tomb in rapt adoration 
of “ St. Mammoth,”’ while others drew pails- 
ful of water from a near by brook—*‘ St. 
Mammoth’s water,” an infallible specific for 
the toothache and palsy! 

It is difficult to estimate the exact amount 
of fossil ivory imported, but during the two 
years 1872-3 over 3.000 tvsks were exported 
from Siberia, and before the war an occa- 


sional shipload of tusks would arrive from 
Siberia.

NYONE visiting Ballsbridge showyard 
A yesterday might be pardoned for com- 

paring it to a large hairdressing saloon, 
where the coats of a thousand pedigree bulls 
wert shampooed and waved by expert. herds- 
men. As the animals arrived by rail and 
road, they were subjected to veterinary in 
spection, and then conveyed to their stails 
without the slightest confusion. Fully five 
hundred bulls reached the Royal Dublin 
Society’s spacious premises during the week- 
end, and have had ample time to settle down 
in tims for to-day’s parade before the judges 
and their subsequent appearance in the sile- 
ring. 
A glance through the exhibits yesterday 
revealed the fact that bull breeders are 
gradually coming to recognise the import- 
ance of having their cattle properly finished 
and settled down A very large proportion 
of the exhibits were brought to the show- 
yard by motor lorry, a mode of! transport 
for valuable live stock which is increasing 
in popularity. When their temporary quarters 
in the showyard were located, the bulls were 
all takeh out for an elaborate wash and 
brash up, which resulted in some of their 
coats being beautifully waved. 


ALL IRELAND REPRESENTED. 


In the matter of quality, visitors to the 
Dublin Bull Show and Sale wil) find much 
cause for satisfaction. The dairy shorthorns, 
numbering 226; the beef shorthoruns, totalling 
245; the Herefords, with a total of 221; ad 
the Aberdeen Angus. with a muster of 349, 
all igclude animals of superior type, and 
distinctly indicate what progress has been 
made in the breeding of pedigre® steck bv 
Irish farmers. All paris of the eouatry are 
represented in the catalogue, and the fact 
that one-third of the entries come from the 
Northern counties show that the most pro- 
gressive stuckbreeders in that province ap 
preciate Ballsbridge as the best centre ir 
Ireland for the remunerative disposal of thei 
stock. Stockmen in the other provinces 
invariably think of the Dublin Bull Show 
and Sale as the final court of appeal in such 
matters, 

We may, therefore, expect at Ballsbridge 
this week a large gathering of stockbreedeis, 
exhibitors, and buyers, and, judging from 
the tons of trade at the Munster Agricultura! 
Society’s show and sale at. Cork, the fixtare 
should be most successful from every point 
of view. All the leading herds are weil 
represented, and among the Aberdeen Angus 
are over a dozen from the Earl of Hare 
wood’s estate at Portumna. 


A NEW BUILDING. 


This week's entry of 1,004 bulls has put 
a great tax on the accommodation of the 
Royal Dublin Society, but Mr. E. Bohane; 
its untiring director, met the situation, and 
it can truly be said that stock never were 
stalled under better conditions. To meet 
the increasing demand on its resources at 
all shows, the Royal Dublin Society 
has already started work on a two- 
storeyed hall at the west side of 
the veterinary paddock This will provide 
accommodation in the neighbourhood of a 
hundred boxes that can be used in the dual 
capacity of horse boxes and cattle stalls by 
the use or removal of portable cement parti- 
tions. This plan is already being adopted at 
the back of the Sandymount Hall. . 

What such a show as this means in the 
way of providing the stock with fodder may 
be gleaned from the fact that this week the 
Royal Dublin Society has provided for the 
bulls 50 tons of hay 47 tons of roots, and 
44 tons of straw for bedding. In addition 
to this, exhibitors also bring large quantities 
of fodder with their animals, so that pos- 
sibly over 200 tons of fodder is required 
for the period of this display. 

The sale will be attended by a number 
of exporters, whose competition will be 
useful, while there are also expected a 
number of cross-Channel agriculturists, who 
are anxious to study at first hand the 
operation of the Live Stock Breeding Act in 
this country, in view of the passing of similar 
legislation in Great Britain. 


THE STOCK ATTENDANTS. 


Besides providing accommodation for the 
exhibits, Mr. Bohane has always sought to 
cater for the comfort of the herdsmen and 
grooms in attendance. For their use special 
kitchen accommodation is available. Adjoin- 
ing this is a sitting-room, where they can 
rest and read the newspapers, or dip into 
a novel from the bookshelves. This comfort 
was much appreciated by the men who 
arrived over the week-end and had to spend 
most of their time in the show yard. Abeut 
seventy of the stock attendants are accom- 
modated in specially built cubicles warmed 
by hot water pipes, and four times that 
number can be allocated if necessary. 

Mr. Bohane tells me that everything has 
passed off well so far, and that the cree Á 
new unloading platform at the Ballsbridge 
siding has been got ready in case of 
emergency. This was introduced at the 
request of the railway company, and faciltates 
the unloading of three trains at a time 
instead of two, as heretofore. This improve- 
ment, though necessary, is outside the 
Society’s show premises. Inside the show- 
colada will be noticed the beginnings of a 
new, uncovered upper terrace at the 
“pocket” end of the jumping enclosure, 
beside the Anglesea stand. This, when com- 
plete, will accommodate 35,000 additional 
people in the general enclosure, and provide 
an uncovered grand stand position for those 
who seek it, without any extra charge.

CORPORATE LIFE 
ON NEW 
HOUSING ESTATES. 


By A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The decision of the residents of the 
Marino, Croydon Park, and Donnycarney 
estates of the Dublin Corporation to band 
themselves into an association for the social 
and material development of these new 
housing areas is to be welcomed. Une 
might suggest it should also be copied by 
the residents in the other districts converted 
into residential suburbs in the past few 
years by the housing policy of the munici- 
pality. ‘here are now new residential 
districts created by the Corporation, or by 
the absorbed townships, in such places as 
Inchtcore, Kimmage, Cabra, and Bad 
in addition to enclaves in many districts of 
the oider city. In each and all of such 
new housing estates there are problems 
peculiar to themselves, as there are problems 
which differentiate them from the older 
streets by which they are surrounded, It 
ia these peculiar problems with which com- 
munity associations are intended to deal 
primarily, but they shou'd also interest 
themselves in the social organisation and 
developinent of the new community. 


A FEATURE OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 


These community associations are now a 
common feature in the housing estates of 
london and the larger towns of the English 
provinces. In these associations the idea is 
to ‘‘ represent and develop the corporate life 
of the housing estates which have been built 
up within the area in which they operate.” 
It is generally agreed by all who have been 
instrumental in organising what has now 
become a definite “ movement,” in England 
that these community associations “ afford a 
solution to many of the problems with which 
the new housing estates were faced.’’ In all 
parts of England there are now community 
associations in these newly-developed areas; 
at present about twenty are fully operative 
from Manchester through Birmingham, to 
London, and in the South an@ West from 
Hastings to Plymouth and Bristol. In 
Birmingham alone there are now three com- 
munity associations in being, but here they 
have agreed to the formation of a committee 
representative of the three associations. In 
all cases the ideal is the development of civie 
responsibility and the ideal of social duty. 


A NEW SOCIAL IDEAL. 


At a meeting of one of the Birmingham 
Associations some time ago Sir Wyndham 
Deedes, who has identified himself pro- 
minently with the organisation of community 
associations in all parts of England, de- 
scribed the associations as “new and un- 
discovered social experiments of great sig- 
nificance and consequence. The idea at 
the back of the Community Association was 
novel, and he believed personally that it was 
twenty or thirty years ahead of public 
Opinion.” He went on to say that in the 
associations there was the new social ideal 
that individuals had some duty—over and 
above their duty to the particular organise- 
tion to which they belonged—the duty to 
make some contribution to the geographical 
unit to which they belonged. In these new 
communities it was hoped to have the people 
as producers of their own amusements, and 
not mere consumers of entertainments pru 
vided for them by syndicates of London and 
New York. The Community Associatioi 
should be representative of all interests and 
organisations on an estate, and, in fact, 


should represent the corporate life 
of the district. He made it plain 
that the Community Association was not 
intended to take the places of any organisa- 
tions, clubs, or associations already existing 
for the supply of the amusements or amenities 
of the district; it was ‘intended to 
strengthen the existing organisations, and to 
bring into being new organisations It was 
also wended to perform certain functions 
which could be better carried out by a Com- 
munity Association than by any single 
organisation.’’ 


BIRMINGHAM DEVELOPMENT. 

At the same meeting one of the tenants of 
a Birmingham housing estate gave his 
experiences of a Community Association. It 
was, he said, started originally as a Tenants’ 
Association for the protection of the residents 
in- their capacity as tenants of the 
municipality, but it had gradually broadened 
its scope, until it now performed all the social 
and recreational work of the estate. They 
had organised dramatic and social clubs, 
hterary and photographic associations, 
rambling and cycling clubs, laid d:wn greens 
for bowls, tennis, croquet, ind other 
games of a similar kind, and had in 
their horticultural association a body 
that made their roads 
the envy of some famous garden cities. In 
addition to all this work, the Community 
Association had built, and now controlled a 
fine clubhouse, in which all the social activi- 
ties ot the residents were concentrated. Here 
they had their library and their billiard 
rooms, but in the clubhouse facilities for such 
indoor games as badminton and _ squash 
rackets were also provided. In fact, any 
aren or interest that could be mentioned as 

ing needed was provided for by the Com- 
munity Association as soon as possible. 


WHAT DONNYCARNEY CAN DO. 


Everything chat has been done on this 
estate of the Birmingham Corperation can be 
done on the housing estate of the Dublin 
Corporation by the new Association of the 
Marino-Croydon-Donnycarney residents. <A 
public tennis ground has been already pro 
vided by the Corporation, but what the new 
Association can do is to make their estates 
bloom. so that ‘‘the envy of famous garde:

to the farmer has seldoin been hetter 

demonstrated than in the case oí the 
abattoir worked by members oí the Cork 
branch Irish Farmers’ Union. The Cork 
abattoir is conducted as a separate orgdnisa- 
tion by members of the Farmers’ Union, more 
or less <n co-operative lines, and the result 
has been eminently successful. 

Last year the Cork abattoir had a cash 
turnover of £226,000, while, if animals 
shipped clive are counted, the turnover would 
prcebably reach £481,000. 

Mr. E. J. Cussen, secretary of the organi- 
sation, tells me that a system of paying 
bonuses to supply shareholders, based on the 
system existing in Denmark for several years, 
has now been introduced. The abattoir 
management has paid the highest possible 
current prices, and hopefully looks forward to 
a further payment by way of bonus at the 
end of the year. In respect of 19350, a bonus 
of eightpence per animal has been credited 
to the suppliers who qualified. and it is felt 
that at least. as much should be paid in 
respect cf 1931. A certain sum has been 
allotted out of the profits from 1920 as a 
foundation for a 1931 bonus fund. 

Notwithstanding the weakness of the 
market for pigs, foodstafis are on such a 
standard of price, that producers are still 
finding it profitable to engage in the pro- 
duction cf pigs, and the Cork branch, Irish 
Farmers’ Union, is helping them in that 
respect by purchasing wheat for distribution 
amongst producers at prices considerably 
helow those which have been charged for 
meal offals, and also encouraging by every 
possible means, the use of home-grown cereals. 


CO-OPERATIVE TRADING. 


A scheme is in operation whereby those 
who have not such foods at their disposal 
ean buy from others who have a surplus for 
their requirements, and this scheme has 
worked satisfactorily. 

In much the same manner seed oats, seed 
potatoes, and other things are being inter- 
changed in the county between growers and 
buyers under the auspices of the Union, the 
ulterior motive being to keep the money at 
home which has hitherto been sent away for 
seeds not superior to those grown at home. 

Coals and manures have also. been 
purchased at wholesale prices, for supply as 
required, with the result that members have 
the benefit of buying for retail at the lowest 
wholesale prices. Á direct result of the 
union’s activities is that it is now possible 
to buy coal, manure and seeds in County Cork 
at lower prices than in any other county in 
the Irish Free State. 


SPECIAL BACON FOR FARMERS. 

With reference to the demand for a tariff 
on bacon, it has been considered by the 
directors of the Abattoir that, if bacon with 
long-keeping qualities were made available to 
farmers at a reasonable price, consumers could 
be diverted from foreign to home produce. 
For the past twelve months, therefore, they 
have been manufacturing bacon which the 
Abattoir has sold to farmers at 8d. to 94d. 
per lb. The results are so encouraging that 
they find it necessary to increase their facili- 
ties for this trade considerably. 

They now have a capacity for dealing with 
200 pigs weekly, and there has been a ready 
demand for the whole of their output, From 
this it would seem that the demand for foreign 
bacon could be met by producing the right 
article at home. 

Success has also attended the Abattoir in 
its pork trade with England. It has a choice 
ef three transit routes, and gets the pork on 
to the market in good time and in excellent 
condition, partly owing to competition 
between the carrying companies. Even better 
results have been a Anon since the Abattoir 
started to do its own crating.

Coarse Fish. 


HAUNTS AND HABITS 
OF THE PERCH. 


By A SreciaL CORRESPONDENT. 
fish, the perch has many redeeming 
qualities, and your zealous perch- 

fisher, rising to defend his favourite prey, 

discovers no lack of weighty argument. The 
wide distribution of the perch has rendered it 
familiar to most, and there can be few who 
do not recognise at once the brilliant colour- 
ing, barred sides and formidable spined 
dorsal fin of this handsome fish. Apart from 

its value to the angler, the perch holds a 

nigh place among food fishes. Though sel- 

dom eaten’ in Ireland or England, it 1s con- 
sidered a delicacy on the Continent, and 
forms, besides, an important article of trade, 
notably in Russia, where vast quantities of 
dried perch, known as “'soosh,” are sold in 
the markets. 

A FISH OF VIRTUES. 

Ignorant as we are of the edible qualities 
of the perch, we fully appreciate its sporting 
onalities. A bold, voracious fish, it bites 
freely at bait—worm, spinner or fiy—and, 
once hooked, is capable of fighting bravely 
for its life. It is the fish per excellence of 
the humbler angler, who, unable to afford ex- 
pensive reaches of water and such luxuries 
as split-cane rods, derives infinite satisfaction 
from a day's perch fishing. 

In suitable waters it attains to a very con- 
siderable size, and a bag averaging half a 
pound to three quarters is nothing unusual. 
Of course, there are gianis, reported from 
English and Scottish waters, of seven or eight, 
pounds in weight, but these ‘‘ outsizes”’ are 
exceedingly rare, and, if anyone lands a three- 
pounder, let him write to the papers about it 
with a clear conscience—for it will be worthy 
of publication. 

Abroad the perch occasionally grows to @ 
great, size. Specimens of eight pounds or 
more:are taken from Lake Seligher, in 
Russia. A head preserved in a church 12 
Lapland is said to be nearly a foot in length, 
so that the owner in life must have been 
three to four feet long. 


PERCH IN IRELAND. 

There is excellent perch-fishing in Ireland, 
and the rich supply of food and comparative 
freedom from anglers have caused them to 
increase greatly in size and number, much 
to the annoyance of angling associations, in 
whose waters they frequently swarm to the 
detriment of the trout-fishing. Water rats 
are known to have fallen victims to perch, 
so that small trout must lead a precarious 
existence in waters infested by them. 

I am acquainted with a fine stretch of 
water in the neighbourhood of Dublin, from 
which thousands of perch are netted an- 
nually and buried in great pits. Such appal- 
ling waste is quite unavoidable. No one will 
take the fish, and apparently no one has ever 
attempted to make any use of the bodies 
for commercial purposes. An _ excellent 
isinglass, equal to that of the sturgeon, is 
prepared from the skins. |

‘clear the lot” if he 
exercises due care and changes his bait fre- 
quently; for perch are finicky. Richard 
Jefferies strongly recommends that, when 
fishing for perch with a.worm, the lure must 
be changed after every capture or evel 
nibble. This is good advice, and by reli- 
giously adhering to it I have caught up to 
thirty large perch in a couple of hours. 
Once they are caught the problem of dis- 
posal arises. Do not throw away your spoil, 
but follow these recipes. and you will surely 
agree that perch is “ a dish of meat too cood 
for any but anglers or very honest men ”’. 
Mr. Francis Francis, a worthy disciple of 
the gentle, scholarly Walton, advises: “ First 
catch your fish and kill it. Wipe with a 
damp towel, and then, as it is, with inside 
intact, and head, gills and scales remaining, 
broil it over a clean fire quickly. It will come 
to table seething and smoking. Insert a knife 
behind the head, and the scales. like a suit 
ef armour, will come off. A little butter. 
nepper and salt complete the preparation, and 
the flesh mav be flated from the bones—firm, 
white, and of most delicious flavour. It need 
hardly be added that this method must only 
be = while the fish is perfectly

FOR THE KITCHEN. 

Baking is another good way, all the rough 
scales being removed before the fish is sent 
to table. Vinegar or orange juice are an im- 
provement. To prepare for frying or grilling, 
the fish should be seethed in boiling water, 
then skinned. when it will be found that the 
skin comes off quite easily. perch is a 
delicacy, the flesh of a well-fed specimen 
heing superior to trout. The perch is a hardy 
fish, and lives for hours out of the water. 
Packed in damp grass, they mav be con- 
veyed alive for considerable distances. In 
parts of Germany it is said that unsold, fish 
on fast days are returned to the water. where 
they soon recover and live to furnish food em 
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
